It wai not deem- 
ed desirable to hold tho position, aa our 
purpose was not to entar upon extended 
operations, and on account of the exceed- 
ing danger and difficulty of holding 
vessels in a position exposed to tha furious 
and uncertain currents of the river, it "was 
deemed best to withdraw the entire force 
upon the following morning, 12ih of June. 
It gives me the greatest satisfaction to sisy 
that in this expedition our officers and 
men encountered difficulties wbich were 
surmounted only by the most arduous 
labor and defeated a determined ouemy in 
a desperate fight with a courage most ad- 
mirable. Toe victory is on; ouch as the 
navy may well fec>l proud of.

NEW YOBK, August 22.

He was something of a 
sctptic to the general dogma, that school- 
ing in its present accepted phraseology ol

tion of all virtue and moral cf tbe 
community. He thought the valve of ed- 
ucation to society much miiitakeu when 
thus presented. Ho said education as an 
aid to social life is chiefly eervioablo in 
tbe first instance, aa furnishing better fa- 
cilities for the protection and tho provis- 
ion for one's Belt and family in the present 
social condition; and second, for the larger 
comprehension it inculcates of interests 
and conventional dependencies that jus- 
tify self sacrifice in sustaining tho social 
order. It is a very customary declamation 
to 
pronounce 
that 
education 
is 


the great 
safeguard 
of 
republics 


aguinst the decay of virtue and the reign 
of immorality, jet the facts scarcely bear 
out the proposition. Tho highest civiliza- 
tion, both anoiont and modern, have some- 
times been the most flagitious. Now-a-days 
certainly your prime rascals are educated 
rascals, and it is at best doubtful whether 
education in itself, as now engineered anc 
confined merely to the acquisition of know- 
lege, has auy tendency to mitigate tho 
vicious elements of human nature further 
than to chttngo the disposition and dispose 
of crime. This is not alleged, bo it under- 
stood, of moral culture or of religious in- 
struction, bnt simply of the education oi 
intellect He would not enter into auy 
analytical discussion of tho problem, but 
said he believed the beat remedy for the 
disease would be found apart from morai 
and religious training elsewhere in teach- 
ing the actual compensations of nature, in 
taking the criminal code to tho eoroo'.s anc 
collaring tho action with the retributions 
in the demonstration that virtue has 
its own best reward, not by axiom 
but by illustration, and in showing forth 
by suitable methods that wrong u ever 
miscalculated and therefore foreign to the 
first law of education. Have yon, he 
said, any text book of crime and mnde 
meanor in your schools ? Bo your you?2 
men grown up knowing what obtaining 
money nnder false pretences means? Are 
your lessens of the penitentiary and re- 
formatory there applied in tho schoo: 
room ? 
And yet whilst forcing 
the 


faculties 
of 
youth 
to 
the 
high- 


highest acntenns?, you would leavo them 
unguarded amid a sordid greed for gain 
and unschooled in the principles of honor 
and integrity. If the object of all educa- 
tion be to form and develop perfect life, 
then it ia evident that it must touch life— 
the life of the present, not of tho past—on 
all sides, and to that end there will be 
vast changes in what ia taught at our 
schools, no less than in the manner in 
which it is taught. 
He then referred 


to the changes which hmvo beon made 
in late

schools 


and universities by the introduction of 
physical and social sciencier, supplanting, 
to a large extent, at least in primary in- 
straotionjwbat he called the ''dead beats 
of language," ordinary history, and the 
philosophy of works and phrases.

WATEMEKT OP MRS. GROSS, WIFE OK THB 


PRISONER. 


We received a call last evening from 
Irs. Gross, wife of the prisoner, who said 
he desired to make a public protest against 
he connoement of her husband in tbe 
ilthy pen known as the city lock-up. Mrs. 
Irons was considerably excited upon the 
ubject, and affroted to tears while deserib- 
cg her husband's situation. She states that 
he is en (Taring from diarrhea, and is nna- 
,ble to partake of food because constantly 
nauseated by the fonl atmosphere, and is 
threatened with serious illness. 


As to the crime with which he is 


barged, she asserts bis innocence of the 
lightest knowledge concerning it, or that 
either she or her husband ever heard oi 
Yisner, the deceased, before tbe terrible 
occurrence. Mrs. Gross says she has been 
married twenty-one 
years, and has six 


children, the eldest son being nineteen 
years of ago. They came with their fam- 
ly to Erie about a';year ago, never having 
ived in the State before. Soon after that 
they removed to Pleasantville, where Mr. 
irosp entered the employ of Arnold, the 
clothier, and subsequently was for a short 
time employed by him in Titusville. Mrs.

days before the murder of Wisner,) Gross 
started for BofFtlo, but stopped in Titos 
ville till Friday noon. Ha had been 
drinking freely before leaving home, and 
lis object in going to Buffalo was to obtain 
work. While in Titnsville he stopped with 
Ur. Spiesman, and left his house on Fri 
day noon and took the train for Corry. He 
was accompanied by a man who is now in 
Bnffilo, Grots paying the railroad fare c) 
both, because bis friend was out of money. 
This man is now in Buffalo, and Mr- 
Kraffert hag gone in search of him to bring 
him back as a witness. Gross and bis 
Friend missed the train, for Erie at Corry, 
and remained at the depot on the night ol 
the 27th, as tbe policeman in charge there 
is willing to testify. The only

cumstance connected with the sffairwhioh 
seems to identify Gross with the murder, 
in the theory of tie prosecution, is that 
he, while drinking in a saloon on tbe day

Cholera—Forewarned Is Fore- 


armed. 


The fact that a case of genuine Asi 


atlo cholera ia reported to have occurred 
in London is well calculated to excite 
alarm in our principal American cities, 
for it is but a step from London to Liver- 
pool, and thence it wiU make speedy tran- 
sit to New York. The devastations ol this 
terrible eoonrgo in some of the European 
states during the present season is only 
equalled by its visitation in tbe game coun- 
tries nearly half s century ago. At that 
time the most extensive precautions were 
adopted throughout the United States. In 
all the principal cities a general system 
of lustration-and cleanliness was enjoined 
upon the people, street* were swept, gut- 
ters were washed out and purified with 
chloride of lime, everybody was baying 


id uaing disinfectants, temporary hospi- 


tals were established, health-committees 
were appointed, and whole families de- 
serted their homes in oity and town to 
seek in the country a healthful atmos- 
phere and safety from the pestilence. 
The 


cholera came, but its ravages, although 
bad enough, were hardly equal to the fears 
of the people, and when a few years it 
came sgain, the knowledge which had 
been gained of the laws which governed 
ita courae, and of the tuodoa ol madieal 
treatment to which it generally yielded, 
divested it of half its terrors, and it creat- 
ed no more excitement than any other of 
those contagious and epidemics which visit 
as from different parts of the world. 


If the cholera prevails in England, we 


may reasonably ejtpcot that it will be 
brought to the United States. 
Yet we 


cannot see any cause for special exoite- 


lent or fear, and tho apprehensions whioh 
lave been expressed in some newspapers, 
and the croaking paragraphs of some cor- 
espondents, eeem to us to be without 
foundation, and to lack both discretion 
and common sense. Cholera may prevail 
D New York and other large cities of the 
Union, bnt in our opinion the danger from 
t is less to be feared than the risks we run 
ivery day from small-pox and typhoid 
ever, and all tbe rest of those infectious 
diseases which within a few years have 
>ocome indigenous to nil our crowded 
communities. 


Yet the Asiatic cholera is not a disease 


o be lightly regarded and overlooked. It 
tas a special type, and in certain seasons 
and under certain atmospheric influence it 
jecomes a contagion or an epedemio, and 
is generated by causes which, under ordi- 
nary conditions, would only be followed 
>y the ordinary diseases of tho steamer, 
f the cholera is in.London, it is wise to be 
forearmed as wall as forewarned against 
its arrival on this continent. Even here 
in Titnsville it would be prudent to look 
to our sanitary regulations, and to see that 
every citizen aided the public care of the 
>nblio health by that proper management 
of bis household and his premises which is 
for his own inUrost and at the same time 
for the good of his neighbors. "Cleanli- 
ness," says Jeremy Taylor, "is next to god- 
inees," and when infections diseases are 
around, it becomes a sacred duty. 


It is important, therefore, that the ays- 


:em of street improvements contemplated 
by the Common Council, particularly as 
relates to sewerage, should be inaugurated 
without delay. Main sewers through our 
principal streets, with lateral branches, 
will prove an effectual barrier against the 
periodical 
accumulations 
of stagnant 


water and filthy deposits which engender 
sickness and disease. The Council have 
fulfilled their preliminary duties, and we 
ook for the vigorous prosecution of these 
approvements, as well as the paving of 
Franklin and Spring streets during the 
prenent Reason.
